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This is a decision on the petition for certificate of correction under 37 CFR 1.183 filed 
on May 9, 2005. The petition is properly treated under 37 CFR 3.81 (b) to correct the 
assignee on the front page of the above-identified patent by way of a Certificate of 
Correction. 

The request is Dismissed . 

Any request for reconsideration must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS from the 
mail date of this decision.

Petitioner has failed to establish (A). Petitioner states the name of the assignee 
"Borgwarner Inc" was incorrectly printed on the patent. The correct name is 
"BorgWarner Inc". However, the spelling of the assignee's name on the patent agrees 
with the Office PALM computer database assignment records at the time of the 
issuance of the patent. Unless petitioner can establish the assignee's name was 
improperly recorded due to Office mistake, a correction of the assignee's name is not in 
order.
